General Rules and Regulations 

1. The Exhibition will open to the public on Monday,"July 
6th, at 9 a.m., and remain open each day from 9 a.m. to 10 p.m. 
until and including Saturday., July 11th. 

ENTRIES 

2. An exhibitor making an entry or exhibiting or renting 
space on the exhibition grounds used by the Calgary Industrial 
Exhibition Company, Limited, iby so doing agrees to the Rules 
and Regulations printed herein or afterward to be made by the 
Directors for the government of the Exhibition. 

3. Entries close June 20th. Double fees after that date, if 
accepted. 

4. Exhibits other than live stock may not be removed until 
8 p.m. July 11th, or until the time mentioned in the rules gov¬ 
erning the department or posted in the building where the ex¬ 
hibits are shown. Live stock may be removed after the stock 
parade, Friday, July 10th. 

5. The Entry Tags, except in Live Stock classes, will be 
mailed, if there is sufficient time for same to reach the exhibi¬ 
tor; otherwise they mlay be obtained from the officials in charge 
of each department. 

6. Where there is only one entry in a class, the Directors 
reserve the right to consolidate classes, providing the classes as 
consolidated do not have more than five entries. 

7. In all cases the right is reserved to reject entirely, or 
accept conditionally, any entry or application; and under no 
circumstances will exhibits which are offensive by reason of 
their odor or appearance, or which are dangerous by reason of 
their combustible or explosive character, be admitted; and if 
any such be introduced by an exhibitor through misrepresenta¬ 
tion or otherwise they may be removed by order of the Manager. 

8. All property of every character entered for competition 
or display or any other purpose (or being anywhere in the Ex¬ 
hibition Grounds), shall be subject to the control of the Direc¬ 
tors or Manager; but in no case shall the Exhibition Company, 
Directors or Manager, or any of them, be held responsible for 
any loss, damage or injury of any character to any such prop¬ 
erty while same is on the Exhibition Grounds, or at any other 
time or place. If the property owners or others interested in 
property desire protection against loss, damage or injury from 
fire or from any other cause, they must make their arrange¬ 
ments therefor. Though the Board will take reasonable precau¬ 
tions to ensure the safety of articles sent to the Exhibition, 
should any article be injured, lost or Stolen, the Board will give 
all the asistance in its power toward the recovery of the same, 
but will not make any payment for loss, damage or value thereof.

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9. The Calgary Industrial Exhibition Co., Ltd., is a non¬ 
dividend paying company, is not in business for profit, and is 
operated for the sole purpose of aiding in the development of 
the live stock, manufacturing, and industrial industries of the 
City and the Province. Exhibitors, concessionaires and all other 
persons are only admitted to the grounds on the understanding 
that they are co-operating with the Exhibition Company in the 
above objects. No claim for injury to any person or property 
shall ever be asserted, nor suit instituted or maintained against 
the Calgary Industrial Exhibition Company, Limited, its officers 
or agents, by or on behalf of any visitor; or any person, firm or 
corporation, or their agents, representatives, servants or em¬ 
ployees, having license or privilege to exhibit on the Exhibition 
Grounds or occupying any space thereon. 

10. If any damage, loss or injury to person or property shall 
be caused by reason of any neglect or wilful act of any person, 
firm or corporation, or their agents, representatives, servants 
or employees having license or privilege to exhibit on said Exhi¬ 
bition Grounds, or occupying any space thereon, the Calgary In¬ 
dustrial Exhibition Company, Limited, shall in no manner be re¬ 
sponsible therefor, and in case it be subjected to any expense or 
liability, all persons causing same or liable therefor, shall in¬ 
demnify the said Calgary Industrial Exhibition Company, 
Limited. 

11. Exhibitors of animals, machinery in motion and other ex¬ 
hibits liable to occasion accidents, injury or damage to persons 
coming in contact with them, shall guard their exhibits and 
protect the public from coming in contact therewith, and every 
such exhibitor shall indemnify the Company from and against 
all claims and demands, costs, Charges and expenses which it 
may incur, suffer, or be put to by reason of any accident, or of 
any person being injured or suffering damage through or by 
reason of any such exhibit not being properly guarded or the 
public not being protected therefrom. 

12. The Management reserves the right to remove from the 
ground any exhibit, animal, stand or show that may be falsely 
entered or may be deemed unsuitable or objectionable, without 
assigning any reason therefor, and if the exhibit, animal, stand 
or show has obtained admission through misrepresentation, to 
return any money already paid for any unexpired term for space 
or stalls, which shall exonerate the Company from any claim 
whatsoever on the part of the exhibitor or purchaser. 

IS. ‘AH owners of property, or others having same in charge, 
shall care for, guard, protect and preserve the same, as the 
Calgary Industrial Exhibition Company, Limited, does not un¬ 
dertake to do so, and it shall not be held responsible for any 
loss or damage to said property. 

14. Any exhibitor shall, if requested by the Board, make a 
statutory declaration that the exhibits made by him are shown 
in accordance with the Rules and Regulations of the Exhibition. 
In case any exhibitor refuses to make such a declaration, on 
being requested, all premiums awarded him shall be forfeited. 


ENTRIES CLOSE JUNE 20 
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15. When an article other than live stock has won two prizes, 
the same article shall not be eligible for entry again. 

16. No person shall be allowed to enter for competition more 
than one specimen in any one class, unless the additional article 
should be of a distinct variety 6r pattern from the first. This 
rule does not apply to live stock. 

DELIVERY OF LIVE STOCK AND ARTICLES AT GROUNDS 

17. All exhibits must be on the grounds and in position not 
later than 9 a.m., Monday, July 6th. Exhibitors are especially 
notified that articles or animals arriving after the above time 
may not be allowed to compete. For time when entries should 
be delivered at the various buildings, see regulations for each 
department. Exhibitors of machinery and other heavy articles 
are requested to have them on the grounds and placed in position 
at least one day previous to the opening of the Exhibition. 

18. All boxes, wrappings and other packing material must 
be cleared away and everything be in proper order before 9 a.m. 
on the opening day. 

19. Exhibitors must provide at their own expense for the 
delivery and return of their articles to and from the Exhibition 
Grounds. 

20. Articles (not live stock) not accompanied by their owners 
may he addressed to the Manager, prepaid, who will receive them 
as the agent of the owner on being delivered at the grounds, 
but in no case will he become responsible for same. 

21. Exhibitors must at all times give the necessary personal 
attention to whatever they have on exhibition, and at the close 
of the Fair claim and take charge of their exhibits. 

22. Every facility will be afforded for the transaction of 
business, by taking orders, but no delivery of articles sold can 
be made on the premises during the Exhibition, except by special 
arrangement. 

23. Non-compliance with the Rules of the Exhibition on the 
part of the exhibitor or his employee shall incur the forfeiture 
of any of the premiums awarded. 

LIVE STOCK 

All animals will be subject to Veterinary Inspection. 

Exhibitors of Horses and Cattle, when making their entries, 
should specify on the entry ijprm the exact number of each they 
are bringing, so that satisfactory stabling accommodation can 
be arranged. 

Cattle exhibitors must state on entry form if herd is under 
Government supervision for accredited herds or not. 

OFFICIAL MEASURER 

24. The Official Measurer, appointed by the Exhibition, -will 
be at the office of the Live Stock Superintendent, in the Horse 
Show Arena, at 11?30 a.m., on the first three days of the Exhi¬ 
bition. He will be prepared to issue certificates of height which 
will be accepted during the current year’s Exhibition. 
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25. Where special live stock prizes are included in the Prize 
List, and no entry fee is charged, animals must have been en¬ 
tered and shown in the regular class if there is a class for 
such entry. 

26. Stabling is provided upon the grounds for live stock of 
exhibitors not resident in Calgary. Necessary straw for use 
during Exhibition will be supplied the exhibitors of live stock 
by the Exhibition Company at 50 cents per bale. Hay and 
grain will- be for sale on the grounds. 

27. Except where otherwise provided, where certificates of 
registration are required, the pedigree of the animal must be 
registered in the Canadian National Records in the name of the 
exhibitor, who must produce the certificate of registration regis¬ 
tered in his name to the Secretary, Live Stock Superintendent 
or Judge on request, or his entry may not compete, or if prizes 
are awarded they will be withheld. 

If certificates of registration of animals shown, recorded in 
the Canadian Live Stock Records in the name of the exhibitor 
are not produced for inspection by exhibition officials within 
three months of closing date of exhibition, all prize money won 
by such animal or animals will be forfeited. 

28. Whenever the word “progeny” is used in the live stock 
classes, it is to be defined as referring to and meaning the direct 
descendant, as son or daughter. 

29. Animals must be shown in proper class as to age and 
may be shown in as many classes as eligible, but mares may not 
be shown in a three-year-old and also in a dry mare or miare 
and foal class. 

In classes for “Get of iSire” and “Produce of Dam”, owner¬ 
ship by exhibitor shall not be required unless otherwise stated. 

30. The substitution of one horse for another will not be 
allowed. 

Errors or corrections in Live Stock entries, if allowed, must 
be made with the Live Stock Superintendent before the com¬ 
mencement of the programme in which the class is to be judged. 

31. A pure-bred animal, that is an animal sired by a pure¬ 
bred male, and who dam is pure-bred, cannot compete in classes 
for grade animals. 

32. The production of any of the animals may be ordered by 
the Manager or Live Stock Superintendent for review or other 
purposes, at any time during the Exhibition, and any exhibitor 
or attendant refusing or neglecting to bring such animal out as 
directed shall forfeit his entry fee and any premiums which may 
have been awarded him. 

33. If required, exhibitors must give statutory declaration 
as to the age of their animals. 

34. In the Horse, Cattle, Sheep, Swine and Poultry Classes, 
the entry must in every instance be made in the name of the 
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bona fide owner, except where otherwise stated, and unless this 
rule be observed no premium will be awarded, or, if awarded, 
will be withheld. 

Payment of Prizes 

35. Premiums will be paid not later than fifteen days after 
the close of the Exhibition, by cheque, sent to the post office 
address of the exhibitor, as given on the entry form. 

36. Only first and second prize winners in classes for indi¬ 
vidual animals will be allowed to compete for championships. 
Championship prizes will only be paid when two or more exhi¬ 
bitors are competing in the regular classes, but a prize card 
or rosette will be given. 

37. The Directors shall have power to decide all protests and 
withhold prizes if they are of the opinion that it is just to do so. 
They shall also have power to interpret the rules and make new 
rules if the printed rules do not cover any dispute or point which 
may be brought up. They may take action without protest 
being made. 

38. (Should a premium be found to have (been obtained or 
awarded by error on the part of the Judges, Clerk, or Director 
in charge, or by false evidence or misrepresentation, or a viola¬ 
tion of any of the Rules, the money will be withheld, or, if paid 
in error, same must be refunded. 

Where there is only one entry in a class, the class may be 
consolidated with the next nearest class. 

Exhibitors are cautioned to be careful of their prize ribbons, 
when awarded, as ribbons will not be duplicated. 

JUDGES AND JUDGING 

39. Any prize may be withheld when the judges are of the 

opinion that there is not sufficient merit in the entry exhibited 
to justify an award. N 

N.B.—The Judges are particulary requested to note Rule 39. 

40. Exhibitors must ascertain from the card published for 
that purpose at what hour judging will take place; and no com¬ 
plaint or appeal based upon the statement that the Judges have 
overlooked exhibits will be considered by the Board. 

41. An exhibitor lodging a protest must make it in writing. 
It must be delivered to the office of the Manager before 10 a.m. 
the day following the cause of protest, and a receipt must be 
obtained. A protest must state plainly the cause of complaint 
or appeal, and must be accompanied by a deposit of $10.00, 
which sum shall be forfeited to the Exhibition Company if the 
said protest is not sustained. 

42. The Judges are requested to name a reserve in all classes 
in case of a protest being sustained. 

43. Protests against the Judge on the grounds of incompe¬ 
tence or previous bias, may only be made in writing to the 
Director in charge, or Manager, at least two hours before the 
class is brought' into the ring. 
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44. Each Judge is expected to exercise great care in seeing 
that the awards are marked correctly in the Judges’ books. 

45. No prize colors or cards may be affixed to an entry, 
except in championship classes, until the awards have been made. 

46. No person shall be permitted in the judging rings during 
the time of judging, except the Directors in charge, Judges or 
assistants, persons in charge of animals, and members of the 
press. 

47. Any person who shall attempt to interfere with or in¬ 
fluence the Judges while in the discharge of their duties, or who 
shall at any time, on the Exhibition Grounds, use any contempt¬ 
uous or abusive language to any Judge or within his hearing, in 
consequence of any award made by him, or any exhibitor refus¬ 
ing to accept any award made by a Judge, shall forfeit his 
right to any premiums to which he might otherwise be entitled, 
and may be excluded from exhibiting for one or more years 
thereafter. Judges are particularly required to report any 
breach of this rule. 

48. Upon the discovery of fraud, deception, or dishonest 
practice, which may have affected or have intended to affect 
the decision of the Judges, the Exhibition Company have power 
to withhold the award, and may prohibit the offending party 
or parties from exhibiting in any class for one or more years, 
and may also publish the names of such persons if deemed 
expedient. 


ADMISSION TO GROUNDS 

49. The price of admission will be 50 cents each time of 
entering. Children of 12 years old or under will be admitted to 
the grounds free. Entrance to Grand Stand enclosure will be 
50 cents. Reserved seat 50 cents extra. The admission will be 
by means of registering turnstiles, and each person must be pro¬ 
vided with the proper ticket before entering. 

50. For each vehicle or automobile a charge of 25 cents will 
be made, and if admitted must be parked where directed. Driver 
must have regular ticket. Tickets may be purchased for. auto¬ 
mobiles or delivery rigs, good for the entire Fair, for $3.00, 
which will admit driver and vehicle to such portions of the 
grounds and at such hours as the Manager or police shall decide. 
Drivers delivering goods on the grounds before 10 a.m. will be 
admitted free. 

51. Necessary attendants upon stock and other exhibitors 
who have paid $3.00 or more in fees will be furnished with 
special tickets by the owners applying at the Manager’s office 
on the grounds. These tickets will bear the names of .the per¬ 
sons for whom they are issued, and if presented by any other 
person will be forfeited. Additional tickets may be purchased 
for $2.00 each. 

52. Judges and members of the press will be furnished with 
tickets and badges, the badges being intended only as a means 
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of showing their official connection with the Exhibition, and 
not for the purpose of securing admission to the grounds. 

63. Parties bringing exhibits to the grounds at the proper 
time will be admitted with same by entry ticket accompanying 
exhibit; but afterwards such parties must be provided with regu¬ 
lar tickets as above, or they will have to pay the regular ad¬ 
mission fee. 


MISCELLANEOUS 

54. No person, except an exhibitor from the booth occupied 
by his exhibit, will be permitted to distribute any printed or 
advertising matter in buildings or upon the grounds, or to affix 
same on any fence or building. No soliciting for any purpose 
will be permitted on the Exhibition Grounds except from within 
a booth or space allotted for that purpose. 

v ' 

FIRE AND POLICE PROTECTION 

55. Exhibitors, Concessionaires, or other attendants are pro¬ 
hibited from using coal-oil stoves, or fire of any kind, except 
gas or electricity, in or near the buildings. Parties violating 
this rule may have their exhibits removed from the grounds. 

56. The grounds are connected with all the Fire Stations by 
telephone and an up-to-date Fire Station is located opposite the 
■west entrance, and with the precautions taken, it is believed 
that any danger from fire is very remote; but exhibitors de¬ 
siring insurance must give the matter their personal attention. 

57. An ample police force will be on duty night and day 
during the continuance of the Exhibition, but exhibitors are 
expected to exercise constant supervision over their articles on 
exhibition, as the Exhibition Company will not be responsible 
for loss or damage (by theft, fire or otherwise. Small and 
valuable articles should be exhibited in show cases, securely 
locked. 

TRANSPORTATION OF EXHIBITS OF LIVE STOCK 

58. Live stock exhibits should be billed to the exhibitor at 
the Exhibition Grounds, Calgary, at full single rate, and if they 
do not change hands and a certificate to this effect is obtained 
from the Manager, the railroads will return their exhibits free. 
(The railroads do not include race horses in this arrangement.) 

PRIZES FOR LIVE STOCK 

59. As this Prize List is published before all the breed so¬ 
ciety or other specials may have been decided upon, some of the 
specials may have been included in the list in the same form as 
given at the previous show in anticipation of being again offered, 
but will only pay same when received. 

60. The Directors reserve the right to make any changes they 
deem necessary with regard to special prizes or with regard 
to any prize or condition contained in this list. 
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HORSES 

DIRECTORS IN CHARGE 
E. D. Adams, O. E. Brown and D. Ritchie. 

1. Special attention is called to the General Rules appearing 
in the preceding pages. 

2. The Exhibition Company does not provide stalls for ex¬ 
hibitors resident in Calgary or those Whose entries are received 
after the advertised date for the closing of entries unless stalls 
are available. 

3. No animal having a contagious disease shall be allowed 
to occupy any stall or building on, or be admitted to, the Exhi¬ 
bition Grounds,, and if any animal has been admitted through 
an oversight, suffering from any such disease, the Manager 
shall immediately order its removal from the grounds. 

4. The age of horses shall date from the first of January of 
the year in, which they were foaled. 

5. No horse suffering from any contagious or hereditary 
disease shall be allowed a prize. Stallions and brood mares 
injured by accident, which does not lessen their usefulness, may 
be awarded a prize. 

6. Owners shall, if required by the Judge, produce satisfac¬ 
tory proof of the virility of stallions in the four-year-old and 
over classes. 

7. The Judges are instructed to lay much stress upon superior 
breeding quality. Animals overloaded with flesh to the evident 
injury to their breeding qualities, will be marked down accord¬ 
ingly. 

8. Horses and ponies shall be measured by such person or 
persons as the Executive Committee may appoint, in the shoes 
in which such horses and ponies will compete, and such meas¬ 
urement shall be taken as correct, unless the Judge of the event, 
in which such horses or ponies are entered shall direct re¬ 
measurement to be made by the Official Measurer, and the re¬ 
sult of such remeasurement shall be accepted by the exhibitor 
as conclusive proof. No changing of shoes to effect a remeas¬ 
urement will be permitted. 

9. In riding and light harness classes competitors must have 
certificate of height, by Official Measurer, in the ring at time 
of showing, for inspection by the Judge, if required. 

The Executive Committee may order any horse or pony 
measured, at any time, whether before or after class has been 
judged, and any competitor refusing to bring such animal out 
for measurement will forfeit any prize money won by him at 
this Exhibition. 
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The Executive Committee reserve the right to have any entry 
examined hy the Official Veterinary Surgeon whenever they 
deem it necessary. 

10. Where there is only one entry in a class the class may 
be consolidated with the next nearest class. 

11. In all classes for horses or ponies shown in riding classes 
or in harness the Judges are requested to take conformation, 
style, manners and action into consideration, unless where other¬ 
wise stated. 

12. Entry fee, except where otherwise stated, $2 where the 
first prize , is $20 or over, and $1 where the first prize is less 
than $20. 

13. Where there is only one exhibitor in a class only one 
prize will be paid. 

14. No person may ride or drive more than one entry in 
each class, except in polo pony and jumping classes. 

15. No rider under the age of 18 years will be allowed to 
ride in jumping classes without permission of the manager. 
Ladies are not eligible to ride in high jumps. 

16. In making an entry in the jumping classes, the owner 
assumes all liability on account of accident to either horse or 
rider, and relieves the Calgary Industrial Exhibition Company 
from all liability. These competitions are included in the list 
of prizes only on this distinct understanding. 

17. In progeny classes, animals not over three months old 
may compete before registration is completed, but registration 
must be completed before prize money will foe paid. 

18. A novice is a horse that has never won a money prize, 
prior to the first day of this Exhibition. 

19. Any horse or pony entered in a wrong class as to height 
may foe changed into its proper class upon notification to the 
Live Stock (Superintendent before class is judged, so that cor¬ 
rection may be made in Judge’s book. 

RING REGULATIONS 

An Exhibitor may only pass another entry when it is pos¬ 
sible to go right by, and at no time may he pass immediately 
in front of the judge. Passing should be confined as much as 
possible to the comers. 

Single' file must always be maintained and the contestants 
should keep a distance of half a horse length from the entry 
in front of him. 

Competitors should not cut the corners but ride well into 
them. 

No one showing a horse shall, when in close company with 
other horses, click, chirp, use a whip or do anything which may 
excite other horses. 

DRESS OF COMPETITORS AND ATTENDANTS 

When in the ring riders, drivers, attendants and grooms must 
be neatly and suitably attired. 
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LADIES 

Ladies may drive accompanied by an attendant in all harness 
and combination classes. 

AGREE TO RULES 

The Executive Committee reserve the right to decide any 
point not covered by the Rules. 

Any exhibitor in making entries by so doing agrees to be 
governed by the foregoing Rules.

Application and Allotment of Space 

Applications for space for exhibits of manufactured goods 
or for demonstrations, should be made as early as possible in 
the year. 

Such exhibits and demonstrations will foe housed in the In¬ 
dustrial Building, the Exhibits Building and the Grand Stand 
Building. 

The exhibitors of the previous year are given an opportunity 
to retain their space for the present year. If not required by 
them the space will be allotted to new applicants, in the order 
in which their applications are received. 

Charges for space in these buildings are based on the rate 
of Seventy-five cents per foot, frontage, with a minimum 
charge' of $15.00. An extra charge of $15.00 is made for a 
comer space. These charges are for exhibit and demonstration 
purposes, and business may foe done by the way of taking orders 
for goods to be delivered at a future date. If it is desired to 
sell goods in the space for immediate delivery a selling charge 
of $50 in addition to the space charge will be made. 

Arrangements for outside space for the display of Agricul¬ 
tural or other machinery can be made upon application in writing 
to the Manager, or by phone, M2732, to the Assistant Manager, 
or 'Superintendent of Concessions. 

In the allotment of space the Manager or Director in charge 
reserves the right to place exhibits in any department to which, 
in his opinion, they properly belong. 

Preparation of Exhibits 

Exhibitors are respectfully notified that Saturday, July 4th, 
is Preparation Day. All goods must be in position not later 
than Saturday night so as to be ready for the opening on Mon¬ 
day morning, July 6th. 

Extent and Character of Exhibits 

Where space has been allotted to any exhibitor the manager 
or director in charge reserves the right, in case any exhibitor 
shall fail to have his exhibit placed by the proper time or shall 
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fail to make or maintain a creditable display, to declare the 
space allotted to him, or any portion thereof, forfeited. 

The manager reserves the right to prescribe the dimensions 
of and rgulate the position of all signs, and generally to direct 
the management of articles on exhibition, so far as the same 
may be necessary to secure harmony and an attractive appear¬ 
ance.
